INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 10 copper-plate grants and 328 stone inscriptions 
were examined by the Directorates of Epigraphy at Mysore and Nagpur, the Zonal 
offices at Jhansi (at present Lucknow) and Chennai Of these, the copper-plate 
charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 167 stone inscriptions 
collected by the members of this office. In Appendix C are included 161 Arabic and 
Persian inscriptions collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D 
contains the list of negatives of the photographs prepared during the year. 


Dr. $. Swaminathan, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently Assistant 
Superintending Epigraphist) visited some places in Thanjavur and Tiruchirappalli 
Districts of Tamil Nadu and copied some epigraphs, of which Nos. B 107, 108, 109 
and 130 are interesting, Shri Jai Prakash, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently 
Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) visited some places in Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh 
and Rajasthan and his collection includes Nos. B 11 and 16. Dr. C. A. Padmanabha 
Sastry, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist -(presently Superintending Epigraphist), 
visited some places in Andhra Pradesh and his collection includes Nos. A 1 to 3 and 
B l and 4 Shri К. Karuppaiah, Senior Epigraphical Assistant, visited some places in 
Tamil Nadu and his collection includes Nos. B 98, 99 and 10]. Shri S. Rajavelu, 
Senior Epigraphical Assistant, visited some places in Tamil Nadu and among his 
collection Nos. B 153, 154, 156 and 157 are interesting, 


In examining the estampages of the inscriptions noticed in Appendices A and 
B, in the preparation of the Report in finalising it, I was assisted by my collegues, 
Shri M. Jayaram Sharma (since retired) Dr. C. A. Padmanabha Sastry, Dr. T. S. 
Ravishankar, Shri N. Nanjundaswamy, Shri D. M. Nagaraju, Dr. S. Swaminathan, 
Shri K. Munirathnam and Shri K. Paneerselvam. 


The Arabic and Persian inscriptions, listed in Appendix C were examined by 
the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian inscriptions, Archaeological 
Survey of India, Nagpur. These inscriptions except for eleven items (Nos. 110-15, 121- 
25), photographs of which were received from Dr. Subhash Parihar of Kotkapura, 
Punjab, were copied from various places in Delhi, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Punjab and Uttar Pradesh by Dr. M. L Quddusi, Superintending 
Epigraphist (presently Director), assisted by Dr. M. Yaseen Quddusi, Senior Epigraphical 
Assistant (now Superintending Epigraphist), Dr. GS. Khwaja, Senior Epigraphical 
Assistant (now Assistant Superintending Epigraphist) and Shri M. A. Siddiqui, Senior 
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Epigraphical Assistant. The list also includes a few noticed/published epigraphs as re- 
examination of the same has been found quite useful. 


Some of ihe historically important inscriptions are briefly reviewed here. 
COPPER PLATES 


EARLY PALLAVAS. - No. A 1, a set containing 4 copper-plates with a ring and 
a seal now deposited in the Department of Ancient History, Archaeology and 
Culture, Shri Venkateswara University. Tirupati, is said to have been discovered in 
an earthern pot along with remains of bones and skull while digging in the village 
Alavakonda, Sanjamala mandalam (old Koilkuntla Taluk), Kurnool District, Andhra 
Pradesh. The seal is in round shape with its two ends attached to the ring and bears 
a circular legend and some symbols which are not clear due to its worn out 
condition. И may be noted that the language of the legend on the seal is Sanskrit 
while the text of the charter is Prakrit mixed with Sanskrit. 


The charter records the gift of land to a brahmana, Sivandajja by the Pallava 
King Vishnugopavarman for the merit of his family and for the longevity of his 
father Buddhavarma. King Buddhavarma was known so far from two other records. 
The first one, a charter from Gunapadéya, belonging to the same family refers to 
Yuvamaharaja Vijaya Buddhavarman, son of Vijaya Skandavarman and his queen, 
Charudévi, the donor of the record. She is described as the mother of one 
[Buddhyan)kura. While the second one, Chandalüru plates (Ep. Ind. Vol. УШ pp. 233- 
36) refers to Pallava king Maharaja Buddhavarma, son of таћағаја Kumáravishnu 
and to his son Dharmamaharaja Kumaravishou ruling from Kafichipuram. 


Palaeographically the Gunapadéya plates have been placed in the later half 
of the 4" century A.D, while the Chandalüru plates were assigned to the 6^ century 
A.D. Buddhavarman of the present charter which is in characters of about the 4'- 
5^ century A.D. and in Prakrit mixed with Sanskrit, therefore, may be identified 
with Yuvaraja Vijaya Buddhavarman, son of Vijaya Skandavarman of Gunapadeya 
plates His son [Buddhyán]kura born to queen Charudévi, may possibly be 
identified with Vishnugopavarman of our present charter and the name ‘{Buddhyan ]kura' 
can be only an epithet borne by him like Lalitankura, Nayanankura and others. 
Further, the epithet [BuddhyanJkura might have been used as a pun with intended 
meaning of the ‘sprout of Buddhavarman’, the literal meaning of the word being ‘the 
sprout of knowledge’ (Buddhi + akura). With this identification, Vishnugopavarman 
can be better placed chronologically to be identified with Кайсһёуака Vishnugopa 
of the Allahabad pillar inscription of Samudragupta. 


The present charter mentions a number of privileges like annomasam, 
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alonakarikam, araththa-sarnvinayakam, apara-paragóbalivaddam, achollaka-chata-bhata- 
pravesam and ahirannikam which are noteworthy and which rarely occur together in 
the inscriptions of that period. 


PRITHVIMULAS. - Nos A 4-6, are three copper-plate sets discovered from 
Kondavidu, Guntur District, Andhra Pradesh, now preserved in Bauddha Shri 
Museum, Department of Andhra Pradesh State Archaeology and Museums, Guntur. 
Engraved in characters of about the 6^ century A.D, these records are in Sanskrit 
language. One of them is dated in the 25", and the other two in the 43" regnal 
years of king Prithvimülarája. The first one which was issued from Tandikonda is 
important as it refers to Maha-Méghavahana. This family is known from Guntupalle 
inscription referring to king Sirisada as the lord of Kalinga and Mahishaka countries. 
While the second and the third sets, issued from Nandivarddhana, refer to the land- 
grants lo the sakya-bhikshus residing at the mahaviharas established by the king 
himself, one at Tandikonda and the other situated in the middle and to the east of 
Gunapasapura hill The Hyderabad Museum plates of Prithvimülaraja refer to a 
grant of a village by his son Harivarmaràja with the permission of his father to 
bhikshu-samgha residing at the Maha-vihara constructed by him at the foot of a hill 
in Силараќарига (Ep. Ind, Vol. XXXVIIL pp. 192 ff). 


Besides these records, the Godavari plates in two sets, of which the former, 
belonging to the 25" regnal year of Prithvi Sri Mūlarāja, refers to the grant of an 
agrahara village Chiyipaka to the brahmuana scholars versed in the Athurvana-veda 
while the latter of the same king refers to his son Harivarmmaraja donating the 
village of Kattu-cheruvula in Talupaka-vishaya to the Buddhist monks of Gunapasapura 
(See Dr. S. Sankaranarayanan, Vishnukundins and their times, p. 94-98). 


EASTERN CHALUKYA. - No. A 8, a set of three copper-plates with a seal, which 
is in possession of the department of History and Archaeology, Andhra University, 
Visakhapatnam was discovered from the Kottavalasa village of Vizianagarm District, 
Andhra Pradesh. The seal depicts the figures of the moon and boar at the top and 
engraved with the legend т Anivaritasya’ below. Below the legend is the figure 
of a blossomed flower. 


The charter records the gift of a village by the king to a brahmana scholar. 
It is an undated record, palaeographically assignable to the 8"-9^ century A.D. Since 
the issuer of the grant, Kokkili, is described as the son of Vinayaditya (Vinayaditya 
maharàja priyatanayah) he may be identified with Kokkili IL the issuer of Munhéru 
grants referring to the country of Madhyama Kalinga which comprised the present 
districts of Srikakulam, Vizianagaram and Visakhapatnam with: its capital Elamanchiti 
(ARSE, 1908-09, Nos. А 10 to 14). The territorial division Parvata-Bhoga-Vishaya 
mentioned in the present record might be the same as Bhogapura or Bhogipuri- 
vishaya referred to in the Konduka-vilangavada plates (ibid) identified with the 
present Bhimunipatnam taluk of Visakhapatnam District. 
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MAITRAKAS OF VALABI. - No. А 2, a copperplate charter, contains an order 
of the Maharaja Dhruvasena (1) for grant of land. The diituka was the pratihara 
Mammaka, who appears in the same capacity in the seven grants of Dhruvasena, 
two of Samvat 206 (Ep. Ind. Vol. ХІ, p. 05 & Vol. XVII, p. NO & plate), three of 
Sarnvat 207 (Ind. Ant, Vol. V, p. 206, Ep. Ind, Vol. III, p. 323 and Vol. XVII, pp. 107 
ff. & plate) and two of Samvat 210 (Ep. Ind. Vol. XL, p. 109 and Vol. XV, pp. 256 
ff. and plate) The writer was Kikkaka, who wrote several charters of Dhruvasena, 
(see Ind. Ant, Vol. IV, p. 105, Vol. V, p. 206, Vienna Oriental Journal, Vol. VIL p. 
300, Ep. Ind, Vol. Ш, р. 323 and Vol. XI, Nos. II and HI, Vol. XV, pp. 256 ff, Vol. 
XVIL pp. 107 ff. and plate). 


This is the third grant of king Dhruvaséna issued in the (Valabhi) year 206. 


CHAULUKYAS OF ANAHILAPATAKA. - The donor of copper-plate charter No. 
A 1 the P.M.P. Bhimadéva, was also known as Abhinavasiddharaja. He is identical 
with the Chaulukya king Bhima II. The charter records grant of four halas of land 
comprising two plots to the Brahmana Sümiga. The first plot of land was bound on 
the west by a tank and Sri Arishtanémidéva’s garden in the field of Br Vithada 
and Garmgila. The reference to Arishtanémi-vatika and its location in the field 
belonging to two brahmanas are interesting Varika generally means a garden. But 
according to Hathibada-Ghosundi inscriptions belonging to the 1“ century BC. (Ep. 
Ind, Vol. XXII, pp. 203 f£), vatika stands for an enclosure inside which some objects 
of worship were kept. In this particular instance possibly an image of Arishtanémi, 
the twenty-second Tirthankara could have been installed and hence the place came 
to be known as such. This shows the religious catholicity of the people living in this 
region in the 13" century AD. 


The writer of the grant was Thakura Vosarin and the ditaka was the great 
minister of peace and war (mahasarndhivigrahika) Thakura Sri Sūra, both of whom 
appear in the same capacity in another grant of the same king and same date (Ind. 
Ant, Vol Vl pp. 194 ff) The diütaka of this grant, Sura appears to be the same 
person as the ditaka figuring in another grant of the same king whose name was 
daubtfully read as Sudha by Bühler (op. сї). 


REDDIS OF KONDAVIDU. - No. A 7, a set of three copper-plates, is under the 
custody of Shri Ponnapalli Krishnamurthi, a resident of Ponnapalli village, Cherakupalli 
mandalam, Guntur District, Andhra Pradesh. The inscription is in Sanskrit language 
and Telugu characters and dated Saka 1330. It records the gift of the village called 
Ponnapalli situated in the Divisima of Valanandu-vishya to a brahmana Singanárya, 
son of Pillayarya, grandson of Bhatta Bhaskararya of Kasyapa-gotra by the king 
Peda Komati Véma. The charter is stated to have been composed by the poer- 
laureate Vidyadhikari Srinatha. Singanarya is described as well-versed in Ayiirveda, 
Asthamga, Nirodha, Phaniraja-mahabhashya, Mimamsa. eic. The above mentioned 
Srinatha was the court poet till the downfall of the Kondavidu kingdom and later 
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moved to Rajamahéndravaram and became the court poet of the king Virabhadra 
Reddi During his early phase of appointment he is stated to have been the 
composer of all the grants issued by Peda Komati Véma which also include another 
Ponnupalli grant bearing the Saka date 1326 (1404 A.D). (See M. Somasekhara Sarma, 
History of Reddi Kingdoms, p. 520). 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


PALLAVAS. - The Chennai Circle, Archaeological Survey of India, Chennai unearthed 
a square stone on the southern side of the Shore temple at Mahabalipuram, near 
Chennai. It bears a single line inscription in Sanskrit language and Pallava-Grantha 
characters of the 8^ century A.D. This inscription, No. B 32, contains the epithets . 
of the Pallava king Ràjasimha, ге. Narasimhavarman Pallava IL These epithets are 
similar to the ones already found in other inscriptions from the same place as well 
as in the Vayaliir inscription (Ep. Ind. Vol. X, pp. 6-7, and ibid. Vol ХУШ, p. 152). 


Two hero-stone inscriptions, Nos. B 153 and 154, discovered from Melsiruvalur, 
in Sankarapuram Taluk, Villupuram District deserve our consideration. These two 
inscriptions written in Tamil language and Vatteluttu characters are dated in the 24" 
and 29" regnal years of the king Ko-Visaiyaparuman. The first one records that 
when the sons of Kunrattaraisar of Kilkkovalür along with Singamafichchiyar came 
and attacked, the sons of Nilakantaraisar and the sons of Nakkiyar, the servant of 
Ponnamudanar, destroyed Ponnür and died. This K6-Visaiyaparuman may be identified 
with the early Pallava king Simhavishnu. Because a herostone inscription from 
Топдаталаг in the Chengam Taluk records the death of a person Ponnarrevaru, 
son of Vanakoatiaraiéar, a vassal under Ganga Ponnakkan in a battle against 
Ponnamudanar son of Nilakantaraisar at Kodiyanür in the 30^ regnal year of Kō- 
Visaiya Singga-Vinnaparumar іе. Simhavishnu (R. Nagaswamy, Seminar on Hero- 
stones, p. 70) From this it is apparent that the chief Ponnamudanar, son of 
Nilakantaraifar who also figures in the record under review is the same person who 
figures in the Tondamanur record and the king of our inscription is Simhavishnu, 
the early Pallava ruler. Incidentally it is interesting to note that the place Kilkovalür 
occurs for the first time in our inscription while the above said Chengam region 
hero-stone inscription mentions only the bigger territorial division, Melkovalur-nadu. 


An inscription, No. B 107, of the Pallava king Tellarrerinda Nandivarman was 
copied from Tiruvaiyyáru, Tanjavur Taluk and District. Engraved on the south wall 
of the central shrine of the Parichanadiévara temple, it records a gift of sixty 
kalah ju of gold by the king Tellarerinda Nandippottaraiyar to burn a perpetual lamp 
to the deity of Tiruvaiyyáru. The sabha of Karikudi received the gift and agreed 
to measure out one wri of oil daily by the liquid measure Kumaramatrandan. 
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Inscriptions of this Pallava king are also available in the Chola country. 
They are found at Sendalai, Tiruvidaimarudur, Tillaisthanam, Tirukkédikkival, 
Tiruvellarai, Tiruvaigüvür and other places, which prove that the Pallava ruler 
extended his sway over Chólamandalam. [t is also important to note that in many 
of these inscriptions the emperor himself figures as donor donating liberally to 
many a Siva temple. However, his reign was short one, as he was defeated by the 
early Cholas and the Chola rule was firmly established. 


The king bore the epithet Kiunaramattandan. The liquid measure which was 
used to measure out oil to burn a lamp was also called Kumdramattanday. In 
another inscription from Tiruvidaimarudiir the king made a similar gift of sixty por 
to burn a lamp called Kumaramattandan. 


EASTERN CHALUKYAS - No. B 4, a stone inscription engraved in Telugu 
language and characters of about the 9" century A.D, now exhibited in the Bauddha 
Shri Museum, of the State Archaeology and Museums Department, Guntur, is said 
to have been discovered in the village Cheküru of the same district. It records the 
gift of a puttidramma for maintaining a perpetual lamp (akhanda-divi) to Nanjuvalu 
(probably god Siva) by Samastabhuvanasraya Sri Vijayáditya to the village assembly 
(Uri-kampulu). The numismatic term puttidramma used here may probably refer to 
a coin equated to the value of certain measure of grain (ри!) The king Sri 
Vijayaditya may be identified with Ammaraja II, who ruled this area in the above 
period. 


CHOLAS. - No. B 91 is an inscription of the Chola king Parántaka I, dated in his 
3I“ regnal year (938 A.D.) and copied from the Vishnu temple at Tiruvéndipuram. 
It registers a gift of 96 sheep for burning a lamp to the deity in the temple of 
Tiruvaindirapuram by Vanavanmadéviyar, the daughter of Rajasimha, the Pandya 
king who was an arch enemy of the Cholas. By 938 A.D. Parantaka I defeated the 
Pandyas out and out and even reached upto Madurai as his inscriptions in the 
Pandyan region prove. It is interesting to note that another inscription (No. B 92) of 
the same ruler dated in the same year from the same temple records a gift of 
vessels worth five hundred kalafju of gold to the temple by the king himself. 


The first record gives the name of the Pandya princess as Vanavanmadévi. 
This name suggests that she was a Chera princess, because this name is a title 
normally assumed by the queens and princesses of the Chéra family married into 
the Chola and Pandya royal families. This is the only instance where a Pandya 
princess married into the Chera family was called Vanavanmadévi. The inscription 
under study might be a pilgrim’s record. It is also important to note that though the 
Cholas and the Pandyas fought bitterly in the political front, they did not carry their 
antagonism too far, and were free to visit any important place of pilgrimage without 
any inhibition. 
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An incomplete inscription, No. В 13], of Madiraikonda  Parakesari ie. 
Parántaka I from Gopurappatti, Lalgudi Taluk, Tiruchirappalli District deserves our 
attention. Engraved on the east wall of the neglected Tirumerralisvara temple, it 
records that the drummer of the temple Padasivacharyan alias Nittippéraraiyan, 
reclaimed a fallow land at the dēvadāna village (village owned by the temple) 
Nerkuppai-kilür for burning a lamp during the day time. During the period of 
Parantaka I intense agricultural activity took place. Many fallow lands were 
reclaimed by philanthropic donors and it led' to a boost in the production. In this 
case the temple land had been lying fallow for long. The drummer of the temple, 
instead of buying a plot of land fróm others, puchased it from the temple itself. The 
temple stood to benefit as its land was reclaimed and its yield was utilised for 
temple purpose. 


Nos. В 57-60 are the hero-stone inscriptions found in a group at Vankagattür. 
a small hamlet in Gudiyattam Taluk of North Arcot Ambedkar District. Of these 
four hero-stone inscriptions which are in Tamil language and characters, the first and 
second refer io a cattle-raid in the 3% regnal year of the king Virapandiyan 
talaikonda Kopparakesari Le. Aditya IL, while the 3" and 4" inscriptions also refer 
to a cattle-raid without mentioning the kings пате and regnal year. 


. The first inscription, No. B 57, refers to the death of Sattayan son of 
Vikkiramadittan alias Tinmachetti at Solanür in a cattle-raid The second inscription, 
No. B 58, mentions the death of Sattayan at Tiruvüral Solanür in the same cattle- 
raid. It is interesting to note here that the first two inscriptions refer to one and 
the same hero while the other two, Nos B 59 and 60, refer to his two servants 
Perayan Muttaraiyan Kari and Muttaraiyan Tumban, who were brothers and fought 
in the same cattle-raid. 


No. B 105 is engraved on the left side wall at the entrance of the second 
gópura of Brihadi$vara temple at Thafijavur. This fragmentary inscription gives an 
interesting and valuable information regarding the covering of Srivimana (Sri 
vimanam pon-meivittan) of Ràjaraje$varam-udaiyar temple with gold plate. The term 
vimana in this record probably denotes the kalaSa. 


The Uttara-Kailasa shrine in the Pafichanadiévara temple at Tiruvaiyyaru 
yielded a few Chola inscriptions. No. B 108 is an inscription of Кајагаја L It records 
the gift of various musical instruments to the deity Ológamàdévi-I$varam-udaiya 
Madévar at Tiruvaiyyáru by his queen Dantisativitanki alias Olokamádéviyar. The 
temple was constructed by the queen herself. The same inscription also records the 
gift of fly-whisks by Arumoli Chandramalli alias Gangamadévi, the hitherto unknown 
daughter of the king Rajaraja I. 


Another interesting inscription (No. B 109) of the same ruler from the same 
place is dated in his 27" regnal year (1012 A.D). It contains the order of the king 
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to his officials to provide two cashiers, two accountants and a bachelor attendant 
(mani) {rom the bruhmadéyam villages of Poygai-nàdu to serve in the Olékamahadévi- 
TSvaram-udaiya-Mahadéva temple at Tiruvaiyyaru. Accordingly his officials obtained 
these personnel from the various local assemblies. The persons thus employed were 
given remuneration in the form of paddy. 


In this record. the king himself issued orders to appoint service personnel for 
the employment in a temple constructed by his queen. In this connection it is to be 
noted that similar arrangements were made at the Rajarajésvara temple at Tañjāvūr 
(SLT. Vol. П. No. 70) and at the temples situated at Tirukkovalür (ibid. Vol. УШ. No. 
858) and Mélsevur (ibid. Vol. ХУП, No. 234). This shows the keen interest evinced 
by the king and his officials in providing requisite man-power to the royal temples 
for the smooth running of their multifarious activities. 


An interesting inscription (No. B 156) of Rajéndrachdla engraved on the 
southern wall of Ramanathesvara temple at Esalam refers to a sale of land to 
Sarvasiva-panditar, the guru of the king by the mahasabha of the village, Edar. It is 
alreadly known from the ESilam copper-plate (AR.Ep, 1987-88 No. A 1) that 
Rajendra Chola’s Rujaguru Sarvasiva-panditar caused the construction of this temple 
and donated lands for its maintenance. Further, according to another inscription 
(S.I. Vol. 11 No. 20), it is known that Rajendra Chola had made an annual provision 
of a large quantity of grain as acharya-blióga to the above mentioned preceptor 
Sarvasiva-pandita and his disciples who were engaged for performing worship in the 
Brihadi$vara temple at Than javür. 


No. В 98 is engraved on a stone slab set-up before the shrine of Vináyaka 
in the village Athanür, Tittakkudi Taluk of South Arcot District. It belongs to the 
32" year of Kulottunga Choladéva. Palaeographically, it may be assigned to the 12^ 
century A.D. and hence the king may be identified with Kulottunga Chola I (1070. 
120 A.D). 


The record refers to the confederacy of afju-nartu-padai- mudaligal (military 
chiefs of 5 nadus) ie. chiefs of Tiruppidavür, Ürrattür-nádu, Kurnakkürram, Mélkarai- 
пади and Mérku-nadu. One Adanür-udaiyàn is also mentioned. The chieís met, 
probably to discuss certain matters relating to the deployment of army for the 
protection of their nàdus. 


No. В 101, written in Tamil characters of the early 13" century A.D, comes 
from the same village and engraved on the wall of the southern mukhamandapa of 
the same temple. [t 15 an important record belonging to the 30" regnal year of 
Tribhuvanaviradévar. This king may be identified with Kulottunga Ш who ruled 
from 1178 to 1216 A.D. since "Tribhuvanaviradevar was one of his title. This 
inscription refers to the installation of the images of the god Sundara perumal and 
goddess Pavai-nachchiyar in the temple of Tiruvanandisvaramudaiyar by Dévardya 
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Annan Chokkiyan. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - No. B 1, discovered in Dharanikota near Amaravati in 
Guntur District, Andhra Pradesh, is a Prakrit inscription in Southern Brahmi 
characters of the 2*.3" century A.D. It is found engraved on a pillar bearing a 
sculptural representation of a seated figure in the ardha-paryuñka posture with two 
Chauri-bearers on either side and figures of two persons standing with a horse. The 
inscription states that it is the memorial pillar of Kanha, son of Sama, the 
mahagamika of Saļtāmalaļ, belonging to Madhara-gotra. He is described as Ghitagi- 
(a fire-worshiper), yajña-yāyi (proficient in performing sacrifice), naga-piya (loved by 
serpents or elephants) and as apapa (sinless). It is an important inscription for it 
is in Brahminical nature and the person Kanha, the mahagramika. referred to seems 
to be an officer of high rank probably during the later Satavahana rule. 


No. B 88 is engraved on the rock surface of a natural cavern at Kudimiyamalai, 
Kulattur Taluk of Pudukkottai District. It is a single line label inscription recording 
the causing of the bed by one Korrandai. It is in Tamil Brahmi characters of about 


the 2% century А.Р. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


In the present collection, there are fifteen dynastic inscriptions, representing 
both the central dynasties like the Lodis (I) and the Mughals (5) and the provincial 
and regional dynasties like the Ваһап (Г), Asaf Jahis (2), Nawwabs of Ellichpür 
(1), Nawwabs of Rampur (2) and Wodeyars of Mysore (2. One of the fifteen 
dynastic records, belongs to a foreign dynasty ie. Barakzai Rulers of Afghanistan 
(1826-1929 A.D). 


LODIS. - The only Persian record of the Lodis, No. 137, comes from Rampir, a 
district headquarters in Uttar Pradesh. It is a loose fragmentary and damaged slab 
now under the possession of a local person named Intikhabu’r Rahman Khan, a 
resident of Mahalla Thana Kunda at Ràmpür. It was reported in the last century 
from Budáün, kept as a loose slab in the house of a person at Miran Sarai (cf. 
Proceedings of the Asiatic Society of. Bengal. 1872, pp. 4748 & Journal o f the Asiatic 
Society of. Bengal, Vol. XLI, pt. 1, No. 1 to IV, 1872, p. 113). On re-examination, it was 
found that this important epigraph with useful pieces of information. assigns the 
foundation of a mosque, a garden and a sarai along with a well-tank ? (Chhahtal), 
to Malik Nikbakht Khan Jahani, Мид (ie. governor) of the region (of Buda’un) in 
AH. 898 (1492.93 A.D) during the reign of Sultan Sikandar (1488-1517 A.D.) for the 
sake of public welfare. The builder who is referred to as Malik Nikbakht Khan 
Jahānī, is stated to have been a man of great qualities. It may be remarked and 
there is no doubt about the fact that the builder was a highly dignified official 
under Sikandar Lodi who held an important post of Mugti in the Budà'un region. 
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MUGHALS. - Among the five Mughal records, No. 123. is a Persian inscription 
from Ludhiüna, a district headquarters in Punjab. lt is a slightly damaged record, 
assigning the construction of a mosque to a humble servant ‘ANT Husaint in AH. 976 
(1568 A.D) during the reign of emperor Jalülud Din Muhammad Akbar (1556-1605 
А.р). There is no other information about the official status of the builder in the 
epigraph. No. 67 is a gun record in Persian from Daulatabad Fort in Aurangabad 
District. of Maharashtra. The epigraphical text in three parts is very short, but 
historically of immense importance. The inscription pertains to the ruling time of 
Shah Jahán but does not mention the name of the emperor. It is dated. A.H. 1068 
(1657-58 A.D.) saying that (this) is the gun of Shah-i-Baland Iqbal (Titp-i-Shah-i-Baiand 
Igbül ast). The gun in the inscription is referred to as Titpi-Fath Jang ie. war- 
victory gun, its manufacturer being Muhammad Husain ‘Arab (Amal-i-Muhammad 
Husain Arab) (Plate VID. 

lt may be here added that Shah-i-Baland Iqbal was the new title of Dara 
Shiküh, conferred on him by Shah Jahan at the occasion of the latter's 66" lunar 
birth day on 3" February 1655 A.D. CAmail-i-Salih, vol. IH, Calcutta, 1939, pp. 200-201; 
Dara Shukoh. 2% ed. Calcutta, 1952. pp. 127-28). Dara Shiküh was the most beloved 
prince of Shah Jahàn and it was at this occasion that the former had been appointed 
heir-apparent and who occupied a gold-chair by the side of the imperial throne. 
Apart from the contemporary Persian court-chronicles, the dignified title Shah-i- 
Baland Iqbal finds recorded. at the gun also in the Daulatabad Fort at the fag end 
of Shah Jahàn's reign. 


As regards the manufacturer of the gun Muhammad Husain ‘Arab, he finds 
mention in other epigraphs from Nagpur (originally from Asirgarh in Madhya 
Pradesh) and Parenda also (Arabic. Persian and Urdu Inscriptions of West India, N. 
Delhi, 1999, pp. 175, 187, Annual Report on Indian Epigraphy (AREp.), 1978-79, С-85; 
Waqi'ati-Mamlakata-B1 japur, pt. MI, 1915, pp. 168.69). 


Pertaining to the Later Mughals, is the Persian record No, 129, from 
Sahanpur in Bijnore District of Uttar Pradesh. It is a damaged record, assigning the 
construction of а well in a garden, to... son of Rai Singh in AH. 1136 (1723 A.D) 
under the supervision of Bishan Singh, the 
Superintendent of construction work — (Darirgha--Ihdath) during the reign. of 
Muhammad Shah Badshah Ghazi in the 5" терла] year, by incurring the expenditure 
of rupees one thousand and five hundred. This inscription provides valuable pieces 
of information, but unfortunately, the name of the builder is lost. Bishan Singh’s 
official designation is indicative of the fact that he was posted in that region as the 
superintendent of the building works. 


Another Later Mughal record of the time of Farrukh Sivar, No. 68, comes 
from the Daulatabad Fort in Aurangabad District, Maharashtra. It records the name 
of the gun as Fath Lashkar along with its charging capacity. Its date in English 
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numeral 1638 (A.D) hints towards the fact that the gun had originally been under 
the British. possession. 


While No. 1 is a Persian record from the Wadit Khana (ablution tank) of the 
Jami‘ Masjid, Delhi, pertaining to the time of “Shah-iAlam IL (1759-88). It is dated 
А.Н. 1180 (1766-67 A.D). providing us an interesting and rare type of information. 
The epigraph records that saints and people of God have seen the Prophet here. It 
further records that Muhammad Tahsin, the royal eunuch (of Shah-i-Alam II) 
enclosed the place as a mark of respect, desiring that this stone (spot) should become 
a place of pilgrimage. This enclosure is still intact with the epigraph at the Жаан 
Khana of the Shah Jahàni Masjid, popularly known Jàmi' Masjid. This inscription is 
published without plate in List of Muhammadan and Hindu Monuments (vol. 1, 
Calcutta, 1916, p. 147), wherein the chronogrammatic phrase is wrongly read as ihata- 
i-jai nishasht--Rasidullah instead of ifiatad- jài nishasht-i-Rasid-i-Hlah (the enclosure of 
the seat of the messenger of God) 


BAHMANIS. - Among the provincial dynasties, the Bahmanis are represented by a 
solitary damaged Persian record No. 34, not in situ, copied from the Jiwanpura Gate 
of the city-wall at Achalpür in Amravati District of Maharashtra. It records the 
construction of а new mosque in the region of Alajpür (ie. Achalpür) by Malik . 
..'Atiq Husain Shah ... Balkhī (at the order of) Masnad4-Alt ... Ulughd-Azam 
...during the time of ‘Alau’d-Dunya маа Din Ahmad Shah son of Ahmad Shah 
as-Sultàn (1435-57 A.D). 


This is a new inscription of the Bahmanis, so far not referred to in any 
available source. Now the record is the part of the city-wall built by the Nawwab 
of Ellichpür Ismail Khan Pannt in 1775 A.D. (Tadhkira-i-Rahmani, 2nd ed, Achalpur, 
AH. 1415 (1994), p. 47). Besides informing about the construction of a new mosque 
and its builder, it records the name of the town as Alajpür (ie. Achalpur), as it was 
called during the Bahmani period. № is also to be noted that the mosque referred 
to in the record had been no more intact during the time of Nawwab = Isma‘tl Khan 
Panni (1765-75 A.D) who utilized the debris of the old structures and the present 
epigraphical stone was used in the construction of the city-wall and thus the exact 
location of the Bahmani-period-mosque referred to in the epigraph, was lost 


ASAF JAHIS. - А couple of records belong to the Asaf Jah! dynasty of 
Hyderabad. Of these, No. 69 is a gun record in Persian, copied from Daulatabad 
Fort, Aurangabad District, Maharashtra. This single-line epigraph simply reads : 
Sarkür-i-Nawwüb Mir Nizam ‘All Khan Bahadur. It may be specified that this record 
belongs to the fifth Asaf Jahi ruler Nawwáb Mir Nizam ‘Ali Khan Asaf Jah 1 
who ruled during the period 1762-1803 A.D. А 


The other Asaf Jáhi inscription in metrical Persian, No. 38, comes from 
Achalpür in Amravati District of Maharashtra, assigning the repair of the ‘Idgah to 
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the local followers of Islam in AH. 1299 (1881-82 A.D). during the reign of Mahbub 
‘Al Khan (Asaf Jah VI 1869-1911) and when Mukhtar Mulk (e. Mir Тигар ‘АП 
Khan Mukhtürul Mulk Salar Jang) was the minister. It also mentions that particularly 
Muhammad ‘Abd Bari and Khwaja Bahau’d Din, took keen interest in the work. 
The text of the epigraph was composed by Amjad (Amjad Husain Khatib). 


This inscription is important as it refers to the repairs of the magnificent 
‘Idgah with the full cooperation of the Muslims during the ministership of Mukhtar 
Mulk ie Mir Turab "Ali Khan Mukhtaru'l Mulk Salar Jang - a well known 
personality (1829-83) who had been the Prime Minister and co-regent of Elyderabad, 
185383 A.D. (The Chronology of Modern Hyderabad (1720-1890), Hyderabad, 1951, p. 
271). Amjad, the composer of the text was a local historian and Khatib (preacher) 
of Achalpür and his full name was Sayyid Amjad Husain Khatib. A history of 
Berar, Tarthh-i-Amjadiyya, was written by him in the last century. This inscription 
is helpful for the account of the ‘Idgāh of the city the foundation of which goes 
back to the Tughluq period. — Imàdul Mulk, nephew of Muhammad Tughlug was 
its founder in 1347 A.D. (Pre-Mughal Berar, Nagpur, 1982. p. 49). 


NAWWABS OF ELLICHPUR. - Among the regional dynasties, the Nawwabs of 
Ellichpür are represented by a single Persian record No. 36, copied from the tomb 
of ismāīl Khan Pannt at Achalpür in Amravati District of Maharashtra. The 
inscription records the martyrdom of Nawwab Muhammad [small Khan Bahadur 
Panni Afghan Sulaiman Zai Mahdawi, the servant of Nizamu’l Mulk Asaf Jah, on 
10th of Rabr 1. А.Н. 1189 (IM May 1775 A.D.) . 


Here it may be added that the martyr Іѕтат! Khan Bahadur was the most 
famous Nawwab of Ellichpur (1765-75) appointed as governor of Berar by the 
Nizam of Hyderabad in 1766. Later on, his relations with Zafarud Daula, the 
Nizam's minister. became strained. The latter lost no chance to dislodge him from 
his post in Berar. Ultimately in 1775, the Nizam issued orders, appointing his eldest 
son as governor of Berar and confined Isma^l Khan to the fief of Balapur only. 
Ismail Khan felt disgraced and refused to obey the order. Zafaru’d Раша was sent 
to Ellichpur and the Nizam also reached there in person. In the action which took 
place about 40 kilometres from Ellichpur in the month of May 1775, Іѕталі Khan 
was killed. This was the background which led to his martyrdom (Epigraphia Indica 
Arabic and Persian Supplement (EIAPS), 1975, p. 57). 


NAWWABS OF RAMPUR. - There are a couple of Persian records, Nos. 149 and 
148, from the district headquarters Rampür which represent the local Rohilla Afghan 
dynasty of the Nawwabs of Rampur. No. 149 from the tomb of Nawwab Ahmad 
‘Alt Khan records his death in A.H. 1256 (1840 A.D) at the age of fifty-five. A poet 
with the pen-name Karam was the composer of the metrical text. While No. 148 
pertains to the grave of Nawwab Khuld Ashiyan (Le Nawwab Kalb-i-Ali Khan) 
who obviously expired in А.Н. 1304 (1886-87 A.D). It also records the name Mazhar 
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‘All Khan, the administrator of the grave. The two Nawwabs referred to above, 
respectively ruled during the period 1794-1840 and 1865-87 А.Р. 


WODEYARS OF MYSORE. - Regional dynasty of the Wodeyars of Mysore finds 
its representation in two epigraphs, Nos 6 and 9, copied from Mysore, a district 
headquarters in Karnataka. No. 6 in Urdü, records the name Nawwab Sayyid Muh 
ammad Tipu Sultan “Ай Khan Bahadur Naqshbandi Qadiri, Aide-de-camp and 
companion of Maharaja Sahib Bahadur (ie. Chama Rajendra Wodeyar) of Mysore, 
and obviously records the date of his death, 26" June 1876 A.D. 


No. 9 is a bilingual inscription in Persian and Arabic. l| is an excellent 
calligraphical specimen, assigning the construction of a mosque for the army of the 
A.D). Here it may be added that this work of the Mysore ruler is an example of 
religious tolerance. 


BARAKZAI RULERS OF AFGHANISTAN. - No. 120 is an epitaphic record from 
Fatehgarh (Sirhind) in Fatehgarh Sahib District, Punjab, pertaining to the time of 
the Barakzai Rulers of Afghanistan. This Persian inscription records the death of 
Mir Ahmad Khan, a noble of high rank and a religious and pious figure, in AH. 
1307 (1889 A.D). Speaking highly of the deceased, it also mentions that he expired 
during his posting as ambassador of Afghanistan in India and when Amir ‘Abdur 
Rahmàn Khan was the ruler (1880-1901 A.D) of Afghanistan. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - Taking the miscellaneous epigraphs statewise, of the epigraphs 
of Karnataka, Nos. 7-8 from Mysore, a district place and No. 2 from Srirangapatna 
(originally from Ganjam), District Mandya, are worth mentioning. Nos. 7 and 8 are 
Urdü epigraphs recording the death respectively of Mukhtaru’nnisa in А.Н. 1259 
(1843-44 A.D) and Sayyida Bibi Zainabu’n Nisa in 1850 A.D. It is to be noted that 
epigraph No. 2 was earlier listed in AREp. 1963-64. App. D 281, with incomplete 
reading and omission of very important details, hence it was here included again 
with perfect satisfactory decipherment including all events and dates referred to 
therein. It is a long Urdü record kept in Tipu Sultan Research Institute, Srirangapatna, 
registering the martyrdom of Muhammad Rida ‘Ah Khan alias Banki Nawwab, 
Mir-i- Miran (Chief Head) of Zumra (ie. body-guard) of Tipu Sultan, in the battle 
of Kadak (ie. Gadag) following a musketshot in AH. 1213 (1799 AD). It also 
mentions the burial of the martyr in the royal graveyard as per the orders of Tipu 
Sultan. It further records the relationship of the deceased with the family of Hyder 
‘All and Tipü Sultàn and grant of pension to the members of his family. This 
detailed epitaph concludes with the remark that ‘Abdu’! Qadir Quraishi got all these 
details engraved in A.H. 1283 (1866 A.D) with a view to making them public. 


From Madhya Pradesh, among the miscellaneous epigraphs No. 18 is a 
fragmentary metrical Persian record in three pieces, stored in the 


4-1—4a 
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Gwalior Fort Museum, Archaeological Survey of India, Gwalior, that seems to record 
the foundation of some imposing structure for learned scholars and dignified 
personalities, by Amir Khwaja. The work appears to have started in A.H. 934 (1527- 
28 AD) and completed in AH. 935 (1528-29 A.D). No. 28 is a metrical Persian record 
from Sagar, a district place, that assigns the construction of a splendid mosque, to 
Ghulam Qadir Khan in A.H. 1287 (1870.71 A.D). From Rewa, a district place, comes 
a metrical Persian record No. 25, assigning the foundation of a library for public 
utility, to Khan Bahadur Hakim son of Hakim in AH. 1309 (1891-92 A.D). This 
record highlights the spirit of the builder for dissemination of knowledge to the 
people. 


This time a good number of miscellaneous epigraphs have been copied from 
Maharashtra. Of these, No. 33 is a published (without plate) Persian record from 
Patur in Akola District, from the Dargah of Shaikh Babi, recording the construction 
of this building (obviously the huge gate on which the inscription appears) during 
the time of Khán--Khanàn son of Bairam Khin in AH. 1015 (1606-07), who was by 
the grace of (Allah) a successful and dignified (Deccan) governor, bestowing favours 
at the threshold (of the saint). This record reflects the devotion of the veteran 
Mughal general to the saint. Though this epigraph is publilshed but its reading given 
is faultly (cf. Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica (EIM), 1907-08. p. 19, Tadhkira-i-Auliya-- 
Dakan, p. 529). The saint Shaikh ‘Abdul "Aziz Райїгї flourished during the Tughluq 
period. He was the contemporary of Shaikh Burhanu’d Din Gharib and expired in 
AH. 791 (1388 A.D) (Pre-Mughal Berar, pp. 25-26). 


No. 76 is a recent installation, at the grave of Prince A'zam Shah in the 
Dargáh-complex of Hadrat Khwaja Zainu'd Din Shirazi, at Khuldabad in Aurangabad 
District This Persian record points to the grave as that of Shahzada Аат Shah who 
having got wounded in the battle of Sarai Јаја, breathed his last and further records 


the chronogram hai Muhammad A'zam, yielding AH. 119 (1707 A.D) for the year 
of his death. 


No. 77 is a brief chronogrammatic record in Arabic, photographed from a 
sarüi at Ajanta in Aurangabad District According to the inscription, the sarai was 
built in AH. H42 (1729-30 A.D). Muhammad Khalilur Rahman in his work remarks 
that Nawwab Asaf Jah I laid the foundation of Nizamabad, also called Ajanta, and 
built a mosque and a caravan sarai there. However, he wrongly gives the date A.H. 
H41 for the foundation of the village Nizamabad (ie. Ajanta) and the sarai (cf. 
Tarikh--Burhanpitr (Burhanpür, АН. 1316, p. 51) No. 72 is a Persian record from а 
local tomb at Phulambri in Aurangabad District. It records the death of a saintly 
person Shah Wali in АН. 1170 (1757 A.D). Its text was composed and the inscriptional 
slab was set up by Sayyid Shah ‘Azimu’d Din Qadiri son of Sayyid Wali Thani, 
obviously the deceased A badly damaged Persian epigraph, No. 30 comes from 
Balapur fort in Akola District Its surviving text records the construction of the 
(main) gate in AH. Ц. .] In other sources, it is recorded that Balapur fort was built 
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by Ismail] Khan Pannt, the first Nawwab of Ellichpür and governor of Berar 
province under the Asaf Jahis (Е/М, 1907-08, p. 18; E/APS, 1975, p. 58. fn). 
Calligraphed in beautiful NastaTiq character is the Persian record No. 35 from 
Achalpür in Amravati District, recording the beginning and completion of the 
mosque in A.H. 1178 (1764-65 A.D.) during the time of (Ghulam) Husain. It may be 
here noted that of the same content and purport, a record was earlier copied from 
the same place (cf. AREp, 1959-60, D 71). (Ghulam) Husain referred to in the 
inscription can be unmistakenly identified with Shah Sayyid Ghulam Hasain Chishti 
( 1721-95 A.D) who was the son of Sayyid Ghulàm Hasan and spiritual successor of 
Shah Muhammad Isma‘il Chishti (d. 1753). He was а saint-cum-poet, leaving at our 
disposal several works in Persian and Dakani Urdu (for his biography see Diwan-e 
Shah Saiyed Ghulam Husain Chishti Ellichpiwi, ed. Dr. S.A. Rahim, Kamptee, 1998, pp. 
490). From the place is the epigraph No. 39 that records the renovation of the same 
mosque іл AH. 1296 (1878-79 AD) by Аппа Khan, the humble servant of the 
khangah ie. hospice of Ghulam Husain. From Nizampur in Amravati District comes 
the record No. 45, assigning the construction of a grand and auspicious ‘Idgah to 
Jumdatu't Daula, under the supervision of Muhammad 'Azizud Din Khan, in AH. 
1265 (1848-49 A.D). A poet pen-named ‘Ashiq was the composer of the metrical part. 


Some of the deceased mentioned in the epitaphs from the district headquarters 
Aurangabad (except two Nos. 70-71 from Daulatābād). ranging in their dates from 
AH. 1217 (1802 A.D) to AH. 1321 (1904 A.D) are : Shahzada Khanam (No. 59), Shah 
Nawaz Khan (No. 49), Husain? Begam (Nos. 70-71), Nasir ‘АП Khan Jama‘dar Naghar 
(No. 57), Sakina Khanam (No. 60), Jugni or Jagan? Khünam (No. 61). Asghar Br (No. 
62)... Abadi Khanam (No. 63), Mustajab Khan Naghar (No. 58), Jahan Parwar (No. 
65), Dulhan Jan (No. 64), Dhulfaqar ‘АП Beg (No. 66), Hasan Beg (No. 50), Hakim 
Shaikh ‘Abdur Rahmàn (No. 46), Mirza Ibrahim Beg (No. 47). 


Among various epitaphic records copied from Kamthi, District Nagpur, No. 82 
records the death of Sübedàr Major Muhammad Hairat on lO^ of Jumada 1, AH. 
1248 (5" October 1832 A.D) while No. 81 registers the death of his son Muhammad 
Qasim on Ist of Jumādā П A.H. 1248 (26" October 1832 A.D), just 20 days after the 
death of the former. From the same place, one more epitaph, No. 90, replete with 


as many as eighteen chronograms, which forms the entire subject-matter of the | 


inscription as well, records the death of one Shaikh Husain in А.Н. 1308 (1890-91 


AD). Each chronogram yielding А.Н. 1308, is composed in such a way that according © 


to the meaning, various aspects of the career of the deceased Shaikh Husain comes 
to light. We get multifarious pieces of information about the deceased that he was 
born in АН. 1233 (1818 A.D) and he joined the British army as a soldier in A.H. 125] 
(1835-36 A.D) and served with great efforts and merit for fortyfour years. It is also 
recorded that because of his laudable services, he was honoured with the titles 
Sardar Bahadur and Najmi-Hind ie. Star of India. He was one of the spiritual 
successors of Sayyid Banda Nawaz Gesü Daraz (d 1425 AD) He left Nàgpür for 
Bhopal where he was destined to breathe his last. It is also recorded that his bier was 
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taken to Nagpur ѓе Kamti (Kamthi) for burial Unfortunately, the name of the 
master-composer who wielded great command over composing chronograms is not 
mentioned in ihe epigraph. 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs From Punjab, mention may be made of 
No. 125, an epitaphic record in Persian from Chhat in Patiala District, registering the 
death of Muhammad Yüsuf son of Salih Muhammad, in AH. 10H (1602 A.D.) While 


‘No. ПО is а sarcophagus from Sirhind, District Fatehgarh Sahib, recording the death 


of Hajr Muhammad іп AH. 1014 (1606 AD). 


Three loose epitaphic records. Nos. 116, 117, 118 come from Fatehgarh (Sirhind) 
from the tomb of Shaikh Ahmad Sirhindi, registering both the dates of birth and 
death of Hadrat Imam Rabbani Mujaddid Alf Thani Shaikh Ahmad Езгидт Sirhindi 
and his two sons Hadrat Khwaja Muhammad Sadiq and Hadrat Khwaja Muhammad 
Sa'id. The father Mujaddid Alf Thani was born in A.H. 971 (1564 A.D) and passed 
away in AH. 1034 (1624 AD). The first son Khwaja Muhammad Sadiq was born in 
AH. 1000 (1592 A.D) and expired in A.H. 1025 (1616 A.D) while the second son Muh 
ammad Sa'td was born in А.Н. 1005 (1596-97 A.D.) and breathed his last in А.Н. 1070 
(1660 A.D.) 


Among the miscellaneous epigraphs from Uttar Pradesh, No. 127 from Agra, 
a district place, is an epitaphic record in Urdu registering the dates of birth and 
death of the pious personality Hadrat Sayyid Jalal Bukhari who was the son of 
Sayyid Muhammad Bukhari and grandson of  Hadrat Sayyid Ahmad Kabir (who 
lies buried in Delhi). It also records that emperor Shah Jahan had appointed him 
Sadris Sudiir (ie. Chief Judge), bestowing the rank of 6,000. He was born in АН. 
1003 corresponding to 1595 A.D. and passed away in A.H. 1057 corresponding to 1647 
A.D. The inscription concludes with the remark that the headstone at the grave was 
fixed in AH. 1369 corresponding to 1940 A.D. with the efforts of Shaikh Khuda 
Bakhsh and Shaikh Allah Bakhsh, the brothers of Shaikh Ahmad Bakhsh, tobacco- 
marchant of Agra. The biographical sketch of the deceased is given by Said Ahmad 
Marehrawi in his work Muraqqa-i-Akbarabüd (Agra, 1931, p. 60). 


Another loose epitaphic record in Persian No. 128, comes from Chhanera in 
Banda District, speaking about the death of a religious person Yamani Miyàn in 
A.H. 1254 (1838 A.D). The composer of the metrical text was a person whose pen- 
name was Sadiq and Muhammad Ibrahim was the  inscriber of the text Four 
metrical epigraphs in Persian, Nos 132, 133, 134 and 135, from Amroha in Muradabad 
District pertain to Shi'a Дип” Masjid, also called Ashraful Маайа. From the 
architectural and decorative points of view, it is the best mosque at Amroha (Tar7kh- 
iSadat.i-Amroha, Vol. і Hyderabad Deccan, 1934, p. 44). These epigraphs record the 
renovation of the said mosque during the period AH. 1284-89 (1867-73 A.D) The 
text of No. 132 was composed by Furqati. It may be here added that the composer 
of the text was a resident of Amroha itself and his full name was Mir Abu'l Hasan 
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Furqati (Halar-i-Sadat wa Shajaratu! Ansáb, Muradabad, AH. 1322/1905 A.D, p293). 
The composer of No. 133 was Saft who took the help of Sharar for the chronogram 
of the renovation work Ta miri-kul Jama'ut, yielding the (starting) year A.H. 1284 
(1867-68 A.D) The two poets referred to in the inscription are Sayyid Muamin 
Husain Saft and Sayyid Zuhür ‘Alt Sharar who find mention in the above work (pp. 
292-93). No. 134, assigns the original construction of a small mosque, obviously 
Ashrafu’l Masajid, to Haji Ashraf ‘АП during the life time of a versatile scholar and 
pious person Sayyid Muhammad Siyadat. It further records that during the time of 
Maulana Muhammad ‘Askari and his brother Muhammad Hasan (the sons of 
Muhammad Siyadat), the said mosque was renovated and made spacious. at the 
recommendation of Dildār Husain, one of the master architects of Lucknow, the 
renovation work having started in AH. 1284. Here it may be mentioned that the 
original builder of the mosque Haji Ashraf ‘Afi primarily belonged to «\zimabad ie. 
Patna and had settled at Amroha (Halat-i-Sadat, p. 290). No. 135 records completion 
of the renovation work of the mosque in AH, 1289 (1872-73 A.D) and mentions the 
names of persons who had been associated with the work viz. Mahdi Hasan, Faid 
‘Ali, Ja‘far Hasan, Muhammad Bagqir, Zahid Husain, Asghar Husain and Haji Hasan. 


Among various epigraphs copied from Rampur, a district place. No. 138 from 
a local mosque, assingns its construction to Ghulam Jilani in А.Н. 1197 (1782-83 A.D). 
The builder of the mosque referred to in the inscription is identified with Maulavi 
Ghulam апт Khan Bahadur who was a prominent noble under ‘Alamgir ЇЇ and 
Nawwab Faidullàh Khan (Tadhkirai-Kamilan-i-Rampiir, Delhi, 1929, pp. 287-89). 
Among the epilaphs from different tombs, Nos. 140, 144, 146, 142 record respectively 
the death of Mulla Fagir Akhind in АН, 1206 (1792 AD), Shah Jamal in А.Н. 1209 
(1794-95 A.D), Imàmu'd Din Khan entitled Sultanji Ghalib Jahan in AH. 1255 (1839- 
40 A.D) and Shah Husain in AH. 1259 (1843 A.D) The deceased Mulla Faqir 
Akhünd whose original name was Shah ‘Abdul Karim was a saintly figure and he 
was the son of Shah Rahmatullah, born in А.Н. 1143 (1730-31 AD). Till the life time 
of the Rohilla Chief Hafiz Rahmat Khan, he stayed at Pilibhit. After the 
martyrdom of the former, he settled at Rampur. Nawwab Sayyid Muhammad 
Faidvilah Khan, the ruler of Rampur, bestowed on him the village Tah оп 
Muradabad road in Jagir (Tadh.Kam. Ram, pp. 321-22). While Shah Jamal is none 
other than Hafiz Shah Jamalullah son of Sayyid Sultan Shah alias Sayyid 
Muhammad Raushan, who served under Bahadur Jung Khan, a Risaladar (the 
commander of a body of horse) under Nawwab Sayyid Faidu'llah Khan. The Rohilla 
Chief Hafiz Rahmat Khan was his spiritual disciple. Shah Jamal passed away оп 
3" Safar АН. 1209 (28" August 1794 A.D) (Tadh.Kam Ram, рр. 96-99). As regards 
Shah Husain, he was the third son of Mulla Faqir Akhund, referred to above. He 
was known as Miyan Ghulam Husain pen-named Harif. He passed away on 19° 
Ramadan АН. 1259 (13" October 1843 A.D). (Tadh.Kam. Ram, pp. 293-94). 


No. 151 is a record from another local mosque at Rampur, assigning its 
construction to one Mardin Khan in AH. 1261 (1845 A.D). the text having been 
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composed by Nur. While No. 152 is an epitaph from the compound of Rajdwar-ki- 
Masjid obviously recording the date of the death of Maulaw1 Ghiyathu'd Din ‘Izzat, 
the composer of the lexicon Ghiyathul Lughat, іп AH. 1268 (1852 A.D). Here it may 
be added that Maulawt Ghivatbud Din ‘Izzat was a well known personality of his 
time because of his erudition. He was a great author and bibliophile. He was the 
tutor of the Nawwabs of Rampur, Yusuf ‘Ali Khan (1855-65 A.D) and Kulb-i-AIT 
Khan (1865-87 A.D): He expired at the age of sixty-eight on the given date 
(Tadi.Kam. Кат. pp. 305-308).
